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FAMILY  ACTION  CONFERENCE 

The  National  Council  on  Family  Relations  held 
its  Annual  Meeting  from  August  25-28,  1971,  in 
scenic  Estes  Park  Center,  Colorado.  More  than 
800  active  members  of  the  helping  professions 
attended  film  screenings,  discussion  groups  and 
lectures  covering  the  newest  developments  in  edu- 
cation, research  and  theory,  counseling  and  edu- 
cation. 

Dr.  Marie  Mehl,  Southern  Regional  Research  Di- 
rector of  EEF,  presented  four  enthusiastically  re- 
ceived programs  on  transexualism.  Her  compre- 
hensive survey  of  the  subject  included  a history  of 
transexualism,  current  theories  of  etiology,  tech- 
niques for  diagnosis  of  adult  transexuals,  and  the 
treatment  methods  of  gender  identity  teams  through- 
out the  country.  The  EEF-sponsored  film  “I  AM 
NOT  THIS  BODY”  was  screened.  Dr.  Mehl  intro- 
duced and  interviewed  two  pre-operative  trans- 
sexuals (one  male-to-female  and  one  female-to-male) 
who  also  fielded  questions  from  the  floor  in  a lively 
discussion  session. 

‘KINSEY  INSTITUTE'  SUMMER  SEMINAR 

The  Institute  for  Sex  Research,  Indiana  University 
at  Bloomington,  held  an  intensive  two-week  semi- 
nar on  human  sexuality  in  mid-July,  1971.  Partici- 
pants were  physicians,  psychiatrists,  educators,  so- 
cial workers,  and  other  professionals  concerned 
with  sexual  behavior.  Dr.  Marie  Mehl  attended  for 
EEF,  and  participated  in  two  well-attended  panels 
on  transexualism  that  included  one  pre-operative 
and  one  post-operative  transexual,  and  Dr.  Arnold 
J.  Kresch,  post-doctoral  fellow  at  Stanford  Univer- 
sity. 

The  program  of  films,  lectures,  panels  and  en- 
counter groups  was  designed  to  make  those  in  at- 
tendance aware  of  the  wide  range  of  sexual  be- 
havior beyond  their  own  personal  experience,  and 
to  foster  fresh  and  more  tolerant  attitudes  to  their 
own  sexuality  and  that  of  their  clients.  Dr.  Mehl 
reports  that  the  creative  high-point  of  these  dy- 
namic sessions  was  reached  in  the  twelve  conscious- 
ness-expanding encounter  group  meetings,  of  ten 
professionals  each,  in  which  over-reaction  and  re- 
sensitization to  sexual  stimuli  were  actively  explored. 
Participants  felt  that  the  goal  of  more  sympathetic 
and  effective  therapy  was  definitely  promoted 
through  increased  self-awareness  and  examination 
of  their  habitual  attitudes  toward  sexual  behavior.

The  Second  International  Symposium  on  Gender 
Identity  will  be  meeting  September  12-14,  1971,  as 
this  issue  of  the  Newsletter  goes  to  press.  Look  for 
full  coverage  in  our  next  number.

The  EEF  referral  file  of  physicians  from  whom 
transexuals  may  expect  the  skilled  and  sympathetic 
treatment  they  deserve  now  includes  some  250 
names,  nationwide.  We  appreciate  the  cooperation 
we  have  received  in  this  effort  from  Dr.  Harold 
Lief,  Director  of  the  Center  for  Sexual  Studies  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  whose  question- 
naires directed  to  the  56  medical  schools  associated 
with  the  Center  have  helped  to  add  many  names 
to  our  list. 

The  number  of  gender  identity  units  in  the  western 
hemisphere  has  been  growing  by  leaps  and  bounds. 
Some  of  these  are  engaged  only  in  research  and 
evaluation  so  far,  others  are  preparing  to  or  have 
performed  surgery  for  transexuals. 

When  you  are  successfully  living  in  the  gender 
of  your  choice  and  ready  for  reassignment,  releas- 
able information  will  be  made  available  to  your  doc- 
tor or  you  upon  receipt  of  written  request. 


WHAT’S  IN  AN  S? 

Followers  of  the  Newsletter,  and  of  the  medical 
literature,  may  be  asking  themselves:  Do  you  spell 
it  transsexual  or  transexual?  Since  both  spellings 
appear  on  these  pages,  we  owe  you  an  explanation. 
All  the  early  publications  on  the  subject,  and  some 
current  ones  too,  use  the  double-s  spelling;  so  when 
we  mention  these  papers,  we  follow  the  authors' 
choice.  But,  as  Dr.  John  Money  of  Johns  Hopkins 
University  Hospital  points  out,  the  correct  spelling 
when  combining  the  prefix  “trans”  with  a root  be- 
ginning with  “s"  uses  only  the  one  “s”.  As,  for 
example,  transubstantiation,  transcribe,  transistor, 
and  so  on,  therefore  our  choice  is  "transexual.” 


MEXICAN  RESEARCH  MUSHROOMING 

John  Lilly,  Jr.  reports  on  the  rich  harvest  of  his 
EEF-assisted  field  research  into  the  little-known 
cultures  of  the  remote  sierras  of  south-central  Mex- 
ico. An  aduio-visual  chronicle,  perhaps  the  most 
complete  ever  obtained  of  the  folkways  of  these 
ancient  tribes,  includes:  research  films,  some  1500 
color  transparencies,  50  wool  paintings,  an  exten- 
sive herbarium,  tapes  of  religious  music  and  cere- 
monies, and  interviews  with  tribal  priests.  Of  spe- 
cial interest  is  the  ritual  gathering,  preparation  and 
use  of  medicinal  and  vision-inducing  plants,  includ- 
ing the  hallucinogenic  mushroom  and  peyote.  Some 
of  the  EEF-commissioned  wool  paintings  revealed 
the  hitherto-unknown  existence  of  a powerful  hallu- 
cinogen, the  use  of  which  is  described  on  tape. 
Another  notable  tape,  recorded  on  the  night  of  the 
first  moon  landing,  captures  the  reactions  of  men 
from  the  remote  past  to  modern  technological 
achievement.  They  just  refused  to  believe  it! 


KRIPPNER  IN  U.S.S.R. 

During  a visit  to  the  U.S.S.R.  in  late  June,  1971, 
Dr.  Stanley  Krippner,  Director  of  the  Maimonides 
Dream  Laboratory,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  gave  the  first 
lecture  on  parapsychology  ever  scheduled  at  the 
Institute  of  Psychology,  Moscow  University.  An  en- 
thusiastic invited  audience  of  more  than  200  psy- 
chologists, physicians,  physicists,  engineers,  space 
scientists  and  cosmonauts  gave  close  attention  to 
the  paper,  which  received  simultaneous  translation 
into  Russian,  and  many  participated  in  the  dis- 
cussion period  which  followed,  led  by  Dr.  Krippner 
and  his  co-author  Richard  Davidson.  The  subject 
was  "The  Use  of  Convergent  Operation  in  Bio- 
Information  Research.”  The  report  covered  ex- 
periments in  biological  communication  (telepathy), 
biological  introscopy  (clairvoyance),  and  bio-feed- 
back, as  well  as  procedures  used  in  alpha  brain 
wave  training. 

The  Russians  shared  with  their  visitors  informa- 
tion and  demonstrations  relating  to  their  own  re- 
search into  psi  phenomena,  including  psychoki- 
nesis, yoga-training  for  the  projection  of  thought- 
photographs  on  to  film,  and  the  techniques  of 
"hypno-reproduction” — an  active  form  of  hypnosis 
in  which  selected  subjects  exercise  creative  skills 
not  normally  available  to  them  in  the  waking  state. 
There  was  a discussion  of  an  innovative  method  of 
treatment  for  schizophrenia,  which  has  received 
some  attention  in  the  U.S.,  in  which  the  patient  ab- 
stains from  solid  foods  for  28  days,  in  order  to 
neutralize  toxins  which  Dr.  Yuri  Nikolayev  claims 
are  associated  with  schizophrenic  symptoms.  Finally, 
a machine  was  demonstrated  which  reportedly  as- 
sists in  diagnosing  illness  by  scanning  the  body’s 
acupuncture  points. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  talk,  Dr.  Krippner  stated: 
"There  are  very  few  scientists  in  the  world  who 
demonstrate  a strong  enough  interest  in  these  un- 
usual phenomena  to  perform  appropriate  scien- 
tific research  studies;  yet,  an  understanding  of  bio- 
information processing  and  the  production  of  bio- 
energy is  of  critical  importance  if  we  are  to  become 
aware  of  human  potential  in  all  its  varieties.  There- 
fore, it  is  necessary  for  those  of  us  who  perform 
experiments  in  this  area  to  maintain  contacts,  ex- 
change information,  and  work  together  so  that  all 
mankind  will  some  day  benefit  from  our  labors.” 
This  sentiment  is  shared  by  EEF,  which  sponsored 
the  visit  to  Moscow  in  keeping  with  our  interest  in 
supporting  non-traditional  areas  of  research  into 
the  growth  and  development  of  human  potential.

ON  TO  TEMPLE! 

Dr.  Howard  Osofsky,  recently  of  Upstate  Medical 
Center,  Syracuse,  N.Y.,  who  sponsored  presentations 
on  transexualism  there  with  EEF  cooperation,  has 
transferred  to  Temple  University  Medical  School  in 
Philadelphia,  where  he  is  now  a full  Professor  of 
Gynecology  and  Obstetrics. 

Continuing  his  concern  to  educate  medical  stu- 
dents on  transexualism,  Dr.  Osofsky  has  arranged 
to  have  Dr.  Anke  A.  Ehrhardt,  Assistant  Research 
Professor  in  the  Psychoendocrinology  Dept,  of  Buf- 
falo Children's  Hospital  give  a two-hour  presentation 
to  his  new  students  in  October. 

Dr.  Ehrhardt  will  be  accompanied  by  a female 
transexual  who  has  been  completely  evaluated  at 
the  Buffalo  Gender  Identity  Unit  and  who  is  now 
living  and  working  as  a male,  and  under  hormone 
treatment  at  the  Unit. 

It  may  sometimes  seem  that  emphasis  is  given 
to  the  male  transexual  condition,  but  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  this  phase  is  given  the  greater 
publicity.  However,  reference  to  the  Symposium 
program  will  indicate  the  scientific  research  concern 
for  the  female  transexual. 
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
